But the pressure of people for better lives 
should mean that the jockeyings for 
positions are for influence rather than 
naked power. Certainly the Soviet backing 
of the Spanish monarchy is an interesting 
move.

Accounts of U. S. Air Losses

SAIGON (AP) - When Hanoi 


broadcasts that it has shot down 
3% times as many planes as the 
United States admits losing, 
what is the answer? 


"They started off exaggerat- 


ing, and now they're stuck with 
it," says Brig. Gen Winant Si- 
dle, chief of information for the 
U.S Command. 


"We guarantee the figures 


we're giving out. Hanoi 
has

years. They can't very well go 
back. I don't have the slightest 
idea why they do it. It is so far 
removed from reality, it doesn't 
make any sense." 


There is a possibility of dupli- 


cation in Hanoi's reporting of 
US. planes shot down, he add- 
ed. 


"For example," he said, "one 


gunner shoots at a plane from 
the east of Hanoi, another from 
the west and another from the 
north, and they all turn it in."

"We tried taking the duplicat- 


ing factor into consideration but 
that didn't work out," Sidle 
said.

them had a knife in my throat 
and another had a knife in my 
back They said, 'don't say any-
